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Residents, officials pledge to fight inje

The hazardous waste injection well is not yet a done 
deal in Romulus. 

At least not for the residents and elected officials who 
voiced concerns about the well at a town hall meeting 
hosted by Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) Monday night 
“I don’t know of anything else we can do to stop this 
injection well,” said Basham. “We have all worked 
together for more than 11 years to prevent it from coming 
to Romulus, but the fight is not oven” 

IWo avenues are still open for opponents of the well. 
The first comes from Sunoco Oil, who filed a petition 
with the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) asking 


them to reconsider an exemption issued to 
Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS) in March. 

The exemption freed EDS from federal restrictions 
on land disposal of hazardous waste for two injection 
wells located in the City of Romulus. 

The second may come if the Michigan Supreme Court 
agrees to hear a case filed by the cities of Romulus and 
Taylor against the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ) and EDS as an interven¬ 
ing appellee, for allowing EDS to build a hazardous 
waste facility on wetlands in Romulus. 

The cities lost the case in December when the 
Michigan Court of Appeals found in favor of MDEQ and 
EDS in the matter, but have appealed to the highest 
court in Michigan. 


Environmental Disposal Systems, a company that dis¬ 
poses of hazardous waste would use the wells, which are 
about 4,200 feet below the surface, to hold hazardous liq¬ 
uid wastes, including acids and heavy metals like mer¬ 
cury, chromium and nickel. 

Tim Keyes, the economic development director for 
Romulus said that Sunoco has received all the necessary 
permits from the state to begin to operate brine disposal 
and extraction wells in the same formation as EDS. 

Sunoco plans to store natural gas for future use in the 
formation. When the gas is in demand, Sunoco would 
then bring up the gas and replace it with brine or salt 
water

School institutes rewards for good behavior

Students at Wick 
Elementary School are getting 
in less trouble these days 
thanks to the Positive 
Discipline Program, according 
to school principal Debbie 
Juriga 

Juriga said that the positive 
discipline program has existed 
within the Romulus Schools 
for many years, but it was mod¬ 
ified two years ago to fit the 
standards at Wick 

“We have for many years 
believed that it is important to 
recognize kids who show good 
behavior, not just to punish the 
kids good who exhibit bad 
behavior,” she said. 

Throughout the district, the 
schools run a disciplinary plan 
that has three main ingredi¬ 
ents: consistency, rules and 
consequences and positive 
reinforcement 

“We believe that first and 
foremost we must be consis¬ 
tent with our rules,” said 
Juriga “That is why the entire 


district gives students the 
same set of rules to follow. So, 
then there is no question, 
because it never changes.” 

Secondly, Juriga said that a 
clear set of rules and conse¬ 
quences must be laid out for 
the students, because students 
have to understand what the 
rules and the consequences 
for breaking those rules. 

The final portion of the pro¬ 
gram rewards students who 
follow the rules, something 
that Juriga said too many 
times gets left out 

“We are so quick to punish a 
student who has broken the 
rules,” she said. “We are far 
less likely to reward students 
for doing what they are sup¬ 
posed to do. So, we are trying 
to make it a point to do just 
that” 

Wick Elementary School 
has taken the program one 
step further by offering stu¬ 
dents the opportunity to attend 
referral parties at the end of 
each quarter to promote good 
behavior 

Juriga said when a student 


breaks a rule in a classroom 
that causes them to be sent out 
of the room, they receive a 
referral. 

At the end of each quarter, 
those students who have 
received no referrals are able 
to attend the referral parly. 

“It is usually a Popsicle 
party or something along those 
lines,” she said. “But it sets 
these students apart and it 
gives them a reward for good 
behavior.” 

Students who receive no 
referrals throughout the entire 
school year are able to attend 
a laiger party at the end of the 
year where they receive a 
prize, like a stuffed mascot or a 
medal for their positive behav¬ 
ior. 

“The parties have really 
made a difference, because 
the kids keep track of them,” 
said Juriga “You will hear kids 
taking about how many refer¬ 
ral parties they have been to 
this year. So, it is definitely 
helping to make a difference. 
It’s not the magic bullet, but it 
helps.”

Thomas Kuderik, a lifetime 
resident of Romulus, said he 
wants to serve on the Romulus 
school board to provide a voice 
to the residents and students.

The farmhouse dates back to 
the 1800s. Located off Eight Mile 
Road west of Beck Road, the ren¬ 
ovation of it and the return of 
Beemer is the first phase of the 
rebuilding of the working farm at 
the park, according to Shari 
Peters, executive director of the 
Northville Community Founda¬ 
tion. The farm burned down in 
February of2002 and the founda¬ 
tion has contracted with the State 
of Michigan to rebuild it and pro¬ 
vide funding for ongoing opera¬ 
tions.

“We’ve had a lot of friends step 
up and help us out,” Peters said.

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Police say 
good-bye 
to loyal 
officer

The Romulus Police 
Department is now one officer 
short after it lost a beloved 
member of the force last week. 

Smokey, a German shep¬ 
herd who had been with the 
department for six and half 
years and had become more 
than just a partner to his han¬ 
dler, Don Leonard, died 
from complications following 
surgery 

"He was not just a dog,” said 
Leonard. “He was my partner, 
a police officer and a friend.” 

Leonard said that Smokey 
started to show signs of lethar¬ 
gy May 9. 

“He did not want to eat at 
all,” he said. "He even turned 
down his treats.” 

T\vo days later Smokey got 
back to normal, but he was still 
moving slowly. 

Leonard said he decided to 
take Smokey to the veterinari¬ 
an for a check up and his year¬ 
ly shots. The 
vet found 
that the dog 
was losing 
red blood 
cells. The vet 
then took x- 
rays and 
found a sus¬ 
picious mass around Smokey’s 
spleen, possibly a tumor. 
Leonard said the vet made 
sure Smokey was in no imme¬ 
diate danger and scheduled an 
ultrasound for the following 
day 

That night Leonard said 
that he and his family left the 
house for two hours and 
returned to find Smokey lying 
in the hallway not moving 

‘He was unable to move his 
head,” he said. “I checked his 
circulation and found that he 
was in distress. I loaded 
Smokey into the patrol car and 
rushed him to an emergency 
vet clinic in Southgate.” 

The vet stabilized Smokey 
there and learned that his 
spleen had ruptured where 
the tumor had caused the wall

of the spleen to break open, 
according to Leonard 

Leonard said that the emer¬ 
gency vet did a wonderful job 
of saving Smokey’s life and he 
| made a good recovery from the 

: surgery. 

Leonard brought Smokey 
home to continue his recovery. 

He had some problems with 
j his rear legs, mostly the right 
leg, which he could not control, 
Leonard said. He also found 
that Smokey could not hear 
j anything 

Otherwise, Smokey began 
to show signs of improvement, 



Smokey spent six and a half 
years as an officer with the 
Romulus Police Department. 
Police officials said he was 
loyal and loving and will be 
greatly missed. 

said Leonard. He liked the rice 
and hamburger diet he was on 
due to his surgery and his legs 
even showed improvement 

“Smokey even wanted to go 
out and play with his favorite 
ball,” said Leonard. “But he 
was not allowed to.” 

The only thing that didn’t 
improve was Smokey’s hear¬ 
ing, but he ate his food and fol¬ 
lowed Leonard around the 
house like he always did. 

The vet said the results 
from the biopsy from the tumor 
in his spleen would be back 
after the weekend. 

Leonard 
said that 
Sunday night 
Smokey 
went to bed 
with him 
and his wife 
as he did 
every night, 
but early Monday morning 
Leonard said he was awak¬ 
ened by Smokey who was lying 
on the floor in the dark of the 
bathroom. 

“He was not acting normally 
and I turned on the light and it 
was then that I saw that he had 
thrown up and was in extreme 
distress,” he said. “I tried to 
help him, but I was unable to 
save my partner’s life. He was 
the best partner I ever had and 
I would have done anything in 
my power to save him.” 

Chief of Police Charles 
Kirby said he saddened by the 
loss of Smokey. 

“He was a very good dog,” 
said Kirby. We are going to 
miss not only his personality, 
but also his abilities as an offi¬ 
cer. He was an asset to the 
department” 

It was a sentiment that was 
repeated in a statement 
released by Deputy Chief Jerry 
Champagne, “Smokey served 
unconditionally for the 
Romulus Police Department, 
local schools, various civic 
groups and the citizens of 
Romulus for the past six and 
half years,” he said. “He has 
been a loyal partner, best 
friend and a family pet. 
Smokey will be greatly missed 
by the Romulus Police 
Department and Leonard fam¬ 
ily.”

Water rate increase possible

Water and sewer rate increas¬ 
es have been proposed for resi¬ 
dents in both Belleville and Van 
Buren Township. 

According to Belleville City 
Manager Steve Walters, the pro¬ 
posed rate is a small increase of 
1.2 percent with the annual cost 
estimated at $22,668. Walters said 
that the increase would cost 
homeowners an additional 
$13.45, based on a water use of 
100,000 gallons per year 

Van Buren Township could 
see a rate of 2.3 percent with an 
estimated annual debt cost of 
$46,412. Other cities such as 
Romulus will contribute a larger 
share of 14 percent with an esti¬ 
mated annual cost of $262,939. 
Proposed sewer system improve¬ 
ments in Romulus are are not 
included in the figure. 


The Joint Management 
Committee (JMC) consisting of 
representatives from Wayne 
County and 13 areas including 
Belleville, Van Buren Township 
and Romulus recommends water 
rates. 

Earlier this month, the JMC 
met to consider the proposed 
rates and the State Revolving 
FUnd Project (SRF) Plan. Walters 
said that the committee unani¬ 
mously voted against the pro¬ 
posed rate increase because the 
county failed to provide satisfac¬ 
tory information about overhead 
charges. The JMC will request 
that the legal committee begin 
termination of the service agree¬ 
ment with Wayne County, and 
will then meet with the county 
executive. 

Walters said that the $4 mil¬ 
lion system fund balance could 
absorb the delay in the rate 
increase— $400,000 revenue— 


for the next fiscal year. 

“The county commission has 
the authority to adopt the pro¬ 
posed rates in spite of what the 
JMC requests,” said Walters. 
“Communities should consider 
adopting a local rate increase to 
hedge against the possibility and 
the impact of unknown county 
overhead charges on the rates in 
2005 and beyond.” 

Sewer system improvements 
for the SRF plan will be extend¬ 
ed over a five-year period total¬ 
ing more than $36 million. The 
total 20-year plan will include 
improvements in the control and 
bypass chambers, disinfections, 
handling facilities and other 
areas costing more than $99 mil¬ 
lion. Wayne County intends to 
fund the plan with a SRF loan. 

The JMC could adopt the SRF 
plan at the June 12 meeting. The 
final plan must be submitted by 
July 1.

If EDS is also allowed use of 
the wells to dump the hazardous 
waste, Sunoco would bring the 
hazardous waste to the surface 
when it brought up the gas. The 
EPA contends that based on an 
extensive review of the EDS 
petition for exemption and other 
information, such as scientific 
data and public comments, ‘the 
waste will stay confined to a 
layer of rock deep underground 
and wili not threaten human 
health or the environment” 

This is an issue that concerns 
many residents, as well as elect¬ 
ed officials. 

Congressman John Dingell 
(D-Dearbom Heights) is backing 
the petition filed by Sunoco. 

Council woman Debbie Romak 
spoke of the victories opponents 
of the well have accomplished 
over the years, “Not a drop of 
hazardous waste has been 
dropped in Romulus during the 


last 11 years,” she said. 

Romak, however, said that 
she is not giving up the fight to 
stop the well. 

“We are mad and we are 
angry and we feel like no one is 
watching over our best interest,” 
she said. 

Diane Sanchez of Romulus 
said she has a constant 
reminder of how long the fight 
against the well has been going 
on. 

“My son is 13 years old now 
and I think he was 8 months 
when he came to his first meet¬ 
ing against the well,” said 
Sanchez. “As we have said 
before if there is anything else 
we can do, that we have not 
already done, to stop this from 
happening, I know we are more 
than willing.” 

Romulus residents were not 
alone in their opposition, as resi¬ 
dents and officials from several 
surrounding communities came 
out to show support and concern 
about the impact of the well. 

A Trenton resident said, 
“People have to remember that 


this planet does not belong to 
us,” he said. “It belongs to my 
great grandchildren. They will 
be the ones to pay the price for 
this well. Not us, we won’t be 
here then, but they will.” 

Dearborn Heights 

Councilwoman Catherine Heike 
said she is concerned about the 
possibility of a hazardous waste 
spill as the trucks move through 
the southern section of her dis¬ 
trict to make their way to the 
dumping ground. 

Steve Chester, director of 
MDEQ, also attended the meet¬ 
ing to hear the concerns and had 
some words for the crowd. He 
reminded residents that the 
MDEQ does not issue a license 
for the injection well, that is the 
job of the FIPA However, he also 
pointed out that the MDEQ is 
responsible for issuing a permit 
license, which is currently under 
review. 

“There will be additional 
opportunity for public comment 
before a decision has been 
reached on the issuance of the 
operating license,” he said.

It’s cause and effect 


There are some subtle signs of progress in the most recent attempt 
from the State of Michigan to sell state-owned land along Seven Mile 
road in Northville Township. 

Township officials were optimistic when the process started more 
than a year ago. State budget representatives told them they wanted to 
work with the local community on the vision for the 420-acres of land 
and even worked some loose language to that effect in the bid pack¬ 
age. 

That was about all they got, though, during the first few rounds of 
bid requests, responses and evaluation of the land from developers. 

This time, things look better for the township, although the elected 
officials there will have to remain wary. 

The big positive step for them is the removal from the bid request 
package of a minimum bid. The $65 million the state requested in the 
first three rounds of bids had been a major sticking point for the town¬ 
ship. Because not all of the land there is developable, and the portions 
that are require a great deal of clean up. developers would have to 
construct so many houses on the land that it would have overbur¬ 
dened the area, put a strain on township resources, threatened the 
sewer capacity and over populated the schools. 

Now. the market will determine the value of the land. It’s also likely 
that when the bids are due next week, that many of the previous bid¬ 
ders will again express an interest They know more about the site 
now, the unique challenges it presents, the fervor with which the 
township and school officials will defend their community, and what it 
will take to successfully build a project there that will satisfy all par¬ 
ties. 

It will most likely be a much more positive experience for the town¬ 
ship and result in a better development for the community. 

The one downside, if there is one, is that the state won’t get as 
much money for the land as they wanted - and said they needed. They 
were looking for the profits from the sale to reduce a state budget 
deficit, and since there will be less money received for it, the funds 
will have to come from somewhere else. 

There's hope there, too, though. If budget officials need some 
advice in how to cut down costs to deal with reduced revenue, they 
have to look no further than the local municipalities throughout the 
state. They’ve been doing that for the past two years. 

But who’s to blame for that?

It’s inevitable that, whenever a community wants to sponsor a fami¬ 
ly-oriented event, someone will show up to try to spoil the fun. 

Case in point: The Shrine Circus, which returned this week to the 
City of Westland.

The supervisor race was also 
a surprise, with the incumbent 
Steve Mann deciding to pursue a 
trustee’s spot, because he will 
soon be taking a new job with 
Miller, Canfield, one of the town¬ 
ship contracted legal firms. That 
leaves a hole in the top spot in 
the township, with two relatively 
politically inexperienced candi¬ 
dates, Richard Reume and Don 
Schnettler, to fill it 

Clerk Marilyn Massengill will 
also have race on her hands, 
with the inclusion of Lola 
Isiminger, the deputy clerk in 
Dearborn, as will Treasurer Ron 
Edwards. Those two, if they are 
successful in their re-election 
campaigns, will be the most 
politically experienced mem¬ 
bers of the township administra- 
tioa 

State Rep. John Stewart will 
have to face off against Mark 
Corriveau, a guy who can answer 
questions, speak articulately and 
knows how to return phone calls, 
even if he is a bit politically inex¬ 
perienced. 

But the winner of the ‘pop¬ 
ping out of nowhere’ award, at 
least for this area, has to go to 
the county commission race for 


the 11th 
District. 

That’s where 
Canton Township resident, 
Gerry Law has challenged 
incumbent John Sullivan of 
Wayne. Anyone who has been 
around politics for a while may 
recognize Law’s name: he was 
briefly the supervisor in 
Plymouth Township when he 
lived there, served in and 
retired from the state legislature 
and now has resurfaced to take 
aim at another role in govern¬ 
ment 

There are a lot of positive 
signs at the beginning of election 
season this year There are a lot 
of people interested in local poli¬ 
tics, and willing to put their 
name out there and get involved. 
I have a lot of respect for people 
who take even that first step; it’s 
not an easy job, it’s often a thank¬ 
less one and it requires more 
patience than I will ever have. 

Larger candidate pools is one 
encouraging sign; hopefully it 
will translate into more interest 
on the part of voters, too. 

And hopefully, the signs will 
be just as encouraging at the end 
of the election season as they are 
now.

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A war of words erupts 


You hear some pretty harsh 
words as a journalist This is usu¬ 
ally OK, because harsh words 
come out of our mouths, too.

Shrek 2 proves entertaining

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Finally a movie worthy of the title summer blockbuster— 
Troy is an epic wonderland of action, adventure and love. 

Although the movie doesn’t follow the classic tale The Mad 
to the letter, it is a fantastic voyage, nonetheless. 

For those who’ve already thrown out those unopened Cliff 
Notes versions of Homer’s masterpiece from college, here’s 
what you missed: 

One man’s indiscretion leads to another man’s doom. 
That’s the story in short when Paris (Orlando Bloom), a 
prince of the fabled city of Troy and his older brother Hector 
(Eric Bana) travel to Sparta as ambassadors of peace. 
However, Paris falls in love with Helen (Diane Kruger) the 
Queen of Sparta and wife to King Meneleus (Brendan 
Gleeson). If falling in love wasn’t enough, Paris steals her 
away to Troy. 

The insulted Meneleus seeks the help of his brother 
Agamemnon (Brian Cox), the King of the Mycenaeans, who 
assembles all of the tribes of Greece, 50,000 strong, and sends 
1,000 ships in route to Troy to retrieve Helea Agamemnon’s 
intentions are clouded by greed, though—he needs to con¬ 
quer Troy to insure his control of the Aegean Sea and capi¬ 
talize on his already vast empire. 

Hector stands behind his brother’s indiscretion and pre¬ 
pares Troy for the massive attack under the guidance of his 
father Priam, the King of Troy (Peter O’Toole). 

And the “star” of this Hollywood version of the classic tale 
is, of course, Brad Pitt, who plays the arrogant, rebellious 
and seemingly invincible Greek warrior, Achilles. Spitefully 
resentful of Agamemnon, he pledges his allegiance to noth¬ 
ing and no one, apart from his own glory. It is his voracious 
hunger for immortal renown paired with revenge for his fall¬ 
en cousin Patroclus (Garrett Hedland) that ultimately leads 
him to the gates of Troy. 

If for no other reason to see the movie, the duel between 
Achilles and Hector is absolutely worth the outrageous $9 
box office price. Everyone knows how the fight will end, but 
it is a spectacular scene of two fantastic heroes battling with 
their swords, spear tips and armor glistening under Apollo’s 
blazing sun—a must see. 


With Hector out of the picture, the walls of Troy remain 
closed to Greeks. But with a little trickery, the Greeks 
devise a way to intrude the mighty walled city, 
hence the almighty Trojan Horse. And, as it is 
said, the rest is history. 

Some critics have assigned Troy a 
failing grade because of the lack of 
story or accuracy of story due to the 
absence of the Greek gods. These 
gods of ancient times may not be 
visible but they are def¬ 
initely not forgotten. 

They are alive in the 
story through well-designed dia¬ 
logue—any other way it would have 
been a disaster. And to include every 
god-meddling scenario from the 
nal Iliad it would have spawned another 
nine-hour trilogy, a la Lord of the 
Rings —completely unnecessary. 

There were some unpleasant tech¬ 
nical aspects in some battle scenes. 

They seemed too chaotic and jumbled 
with the camera angles too close for the 
audience to gain the full impact 

Although the story appears centered 
around Pitt as Achilles, which includes 
a few too many extreme close ups of 
Pitt’s face and far too many shots of his bare 
behind (I’m ashamed to say that I now know the 
hair count on his cheeks, top and bottom), but it is 
Bana as Hector who really steals the show. He is 
superb as the Trojan hero. 

If you don’t mind seeing bronzed Hollywood gods such 
as Pitt, Bana and Bloom donning leather skirts for two and 
a half hours while wielding swords, chucking spears and 
flinging arrows and you don’t mind the absence of the 
Greek gods such as Zeus, Apollo and Poseidon, this is a 
thrilling adventure worth seeing

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment on a special use approval request from Rite-Aid Pharmacy to 
construct an 11,096 square foot drug store with two (2) drive-through windows that 
will be open 24 hours per day 7 days per week on a 1.94 acre parcel of land know as 
VI25-83-118-99-0021-702, zoned C-l (General Business) located at the southeast 
comer of Rawsonville Road and Huron River Drive. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated the applicant, Rite-Aid Pharmacy is requesting a spe¬ 
cial use approval for a store located on the southeast comer section of the intersection 
of Huron River Drive and Rawsonville Road. The Rite-Aid parcel of land is less than 
2 acres and is part of a total development plan on approximately 6 acres of land. He 
further stated the Zoning Ordinance requires drive-through windows to have special 
use approval from the Board of Trustees. The Planning Commission and the 
Township’s Planning Consultant both recommend the special use approval request. 
The Rite-Aid Pharmacy plans include the construction of two (2) drive-through win¬ 
dows for a pharmacy only drop off and pick up at an 11,096 square foot store to be 
open 24 hours per day 7 days per week. Director Kelley provided additional informa¬ 
tion regarding questions that were asked at the Board of Trustees Work Study Session 
as follows. The Zoning Ordinance requires the dB noise level of the speaker for the 
drive-through window at the property line not exceed 65 dB. The property line is 
approximately 100 feet from the window and the noise level is typically between 50 
and 53 dB. This dB is similar to the level at the CVS Pharmacy’s drive-through win¬ 
dow. These levels will be monitored as needed. In addition, there will be a six foot 
masonry wall constructed at the property line and on the other side there will be trees 
planted that are at least 6 foot in height to help provide sound buffering. Traffic in the 
area of Huron River Drive and Rawsonville Road is a growing concern and a meeting 
is scheduled with the Wayne County Roads planner and Wayne County Traffic 
Operations manager as well as Township Officials to discuss traffic and/or signaliza- 
tion improvements at this comer. 

Supervisor King stated the Planning Commission meeting minutes, letters from the 
Township’s Planning Consultants and a copy of the site plan have been provided. 
Supervisor King further stated a retail center in a C-l zoned property is a permitted 
use by right; however, the drive-through windows require special use approval from 
the Township Board of Trustees. Supervisor King reviewed the items that have been 
addressed by the Planning Commission and the Township’s Planning Consultants 
including parking, stacking of vehicles at the drive-through windows, landscaping, 
architecture of the building, monument signs and other amenities. 

Board members made the following comments: Trustee Hart thanked Director Kelley 
for the responses he provided for the questions from the Work Study Session. He fur¬ 
ther stated this is the second time a Rite-Aid site plan had been approved due to the 
expiration of time for the first site plan approval. Clerk Payne stated this is another 
gateway to the community and the monument signage is the similar to other monu¬ 
ment signs already in the community. 

There were no comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Herman moved. Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried.

ORDINANCE NO. 248-A-42 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND WESTLAND ZON¬ 
ING ORDINANCE 248, ARTICLE XV, BY 
AMENDING ARTICLE XV, SECTION 15:3.2(b) 
and ARTICLE XV, SECTION 15:6.10 TO ALLOW 
LIMITED USE OF BANNERS 

Section 1. That Article X, Section 15:3.2(b) of Westland 
Zoning Ordinance 248 is hereby amended to provide as follows: 

15:3.2 

b. Banners, pennants, spinners, streamers, inflatable balloons, 
and benches with advertisements (except as authorized by 
Section 15:6. 10 of this Article). 

Section 2. That Article X, Section 15:6. 10 of Westland Zoning 
Ordinance 248 is hereby amended to provide as follows: 

15:6.10 

a. Temporary banners may be used for a period of not more 
than seven (7) consecutive days, and no more than four (4) 
separate occurrences per calendar year. 

b. Only one (1) temporary' banner shall be allowed for each 
thirty (30) feet of building frontage, and no more than two (2) 
temporary banners shall be allowed on a building. For multiple 
tenant buildings, only one temporary banner permit may be 
issued at the same time. Such banners shall be attached to a 
building. 

c. The size of any temporary banner shall not exceed thirty two 
(32) square feet. 

d. A fee in the amount provided for in Westland City Code, 
Chapter 46, Section 46-1(17) shall apply. 

Section 3. That all other provisions of the Westland Zoning 
Ordinance #248 shall remain in hill force and effect. 

Section 4. Severability. The various parts, sections and claus¬ 
es of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be severable. If any part, 
sentence, paragraph, section or clause is adjudged unconstitutional or 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder of the 
Ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 5. Repeal. All other Ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such inconsisten¬ 
cies, hereby repealed. 

Section 6. Publication . The City Clerk shall cause this 
Ordinance to be published in the manner required by law. 

Section 7. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall become effec¬ 
tive upon publication as required by law.
